Early Morning Blaze Takes Land­ 


mark Noted in City’s Under­ 


world History. 


ONE TIME NOTORIOUS DIVE 


Never apiin will a drink be served 
over tile Blue Goose bar; never again 
will 
Hie click, click of the roulette 
wheel be heard; never again will the 
roof of this one time 
famous old 


place shelter the members of the un­ 


derworld. The reason for all this is 


very simple. The building once occu­ 


pied by the Blue Goose saloon and 


later the White House burned to the 
ground this morning at 1:30 o’clock, 
ju-t west of Reed's elevator, where it 
h a s been serving as a residence. 
There is probably not a house or 
building in Rushville at the present 
time with a history* behind it as bad 
as the one that burned this morning. 
The house was a two 
story frame 
structure and while not of 
much 
value, its passing destroys a land­ 
mark. The house stood at the corner 
of Main and Third streets where the 
building now occupied by John Ken­ 
nard now stands, in the»’70*s and was 
moved about 1885 to its last resting 
place iii Oliver street, just north of 
Second street.

Judge Blair of the 
Rush 
circuit 
court, has held that a county treas 


urer can not collect pay for acting as 


city treasurer, says the Columbus Re­ 
publican. 


Tile decision has a bearing more or 
less directly on the situation 
here. 
Tile treasurer of Bartholomew county 
is paid a salary of $300 a year by the 
city because he collects the city tax 
and the auditor 
of 
Bartholomew 
county is paid $100 a year for mak­ 
ing out the tax duplicate. 
In former years the city treasurer 
collected the city tax and the city 
clerk and treasurer fixed up the tax 
duplicate. 
Then 
the 
legislature 
changed the law and provided 
that 
the county treasurer should be 
tin* 
tax collector not only for the county. 
)ut for the cities, and incorporated 
towns as well. 
It was likewise pro­ 
vided that the auditor should prepare 
tile tax duplicate. 
This relieved the 
“ity treasurer of hi- chief work and 
eft him with but few duties to per­ 
form. The new law dill not make any 
provision for extra pay f*>r the coun­ 
ty officials for the extra work they 
were to do, but tile officials thought 
they were entitled to something and 
the city council took the same view. 
In this city the council enacted an 
ordinance paying the treasurer $300 
a year for collecting the Columbus 
corporation tax and giving the audi­ 
tor $100 a year for his work. 
The 
ordinance provide- that this money 
-hall he paid to the county officials 
quarterly. 
A few monthsr a g o when 
two ex- 
aminers were here from the 
State 
b< ord of accounts they declared that 
the auditor and treasurer were 
not 
entitled to any extra pay for the work 
the' were doing for the city, 
They 
indicated that they would make a re­ 
port to that effect t«» the State board 
of accounts. 
Meanwhile Clerk Cobb 
say- lie has been paying the trea-ur­ 
er and auditor under the authority of 
the ordinance providing for such ex­ 
tra pay. 
The ordinance has 
never 
lieen repealed and no word has come 
from the State 
board of 
accounts 
-inoe the examiners were here. 
It is 
thought likely that the treasurer and 
auditor will be called upon by the 
State board to pay Im ck the money 
the city has paid them since the or­ 
dinance mentioned has been in effect.

Although it is nothing to boast of, 
Kus in file, as well as a 
number of 
other cities in indiana, eau boast of 
a milk famine. Dairymen say that the 
famine will not be 
relieved until 
cooler weather and some moisture to 
help the pastures comes. 
The shortage is said to be 
the 
most serious ^one the city has faced 
in years. 
Thus far dairymen have 
Jeen able to supply their regular cus- 
tomeibj but that is all. 
In most in­ 
stances they have had to refuse their 
customers extra orders of milk when­ 
ever they demanded it. 
Owners of Cows are all agreed that 
tile flies aud the extreme hot weather 
are responsible for the milk shortage. 
Hie weather of the past two weeks 
ms been Hie most severe of the siirn- 
rnei on stock and the cows have buf­ 
fered the most. 
“The condition is the most serious 
that ha- confronted 
Rushville 
in 
many a year, 
said a dairyman to­ 
day. 
“Tile flits are eating up the 
cows. 
They are actually making the 
jlood run out of them. We bad been 
hniL.g a- fine a supply of milk as 
ever was produced and with regular 
ane weather now we ought to lie get- 
ing plenty of milk. 
We are not do­ 
ing it on account of Hie Hies.” 
’’Non mean that the flies are wor­ 
rying the cows so that that the cows 
don’t give milk?” he was asked. 
“That’s it exactly,” was the reply. 
“ The cows are busy all the time fight­ 
ing the flies aud the flies keep them 
worried so the milk supply i- very 
short.” 
file lia i <1 -hip has lieen felt more by 
the ice cream1 dispensers in Rushville 
than by any persons. 
Many times 
they have run out of milk, and it has 
been with the greatest difficulty that 
they have procured some in time to 
aveit the possibility of refusing 
to 
till ice cream orders. 
“Any chocolate ice cream ?” asked 
a customer a- he sat down in an ice 
cream parlor yesterday. 
“You had better be thankful that 
von can get any ice cream at all,” re­ 
plied the ice cream dispenser. 
“We 
have had trouble getting milk to make 
ice cream. 
It has been shipped in 
here from many surrounding 
cities 
because the local daily men have been 
unable to supply the demand.” 
Local makers of ice 
cream have 
l>een unable to get milk in Rush coun­ 
ty even though 
there 
are several 
large dairies within tile confines of 
the county. All of the milk from the 
Jersey Isle stock farm west of the 
city is shipped to Indianapolis to be 
used at the pure milk stations which 
supply poor children with 
nourish­ 
ment during the summer months. The 
creamery at Morristown, which gen­ 
erally has plenty of milk, has been 
unable to supply the 
local dealers. 
Milk has been shipped in here from 
many surrounding cities. 
The milk 
supply is estimated to be about two- 
thirds normal, according to several 
ice cream plant owners. 
As was predicted early in the pres­ 
ent hot period of weather, the raise 
in tile price of butter has come as the 
result of the milk shortage. 
Local 
am eers are now receiving 
twenty- 
eight cents a pound for butter, an in­ 
crease of three cents of what the us­ 
ual price of butter has been this sum­ 
mer. 
It is not thought the price of 
milk will be raised. 
All the ice cream companies say 


that, owing 
to the 
unusually 
hot 
weather lately, there has been an un­ 
precedented demand for 
ice cream 
These companies were 
inclined to 
blame the large consumption of milk 
and cream during the last few' days 
for the scarcity of milk, and the diffi 
culty in obtaining it. 
Each year there i- a scarcity of 
milk, but it usually occurs in June 
and July. Never before has the situ 
a ti«rn been <o critical in September.

Washington, Sept. IO.—Though late 
dispatches brought no change in the 
status of affairs, the Mexican situation 
continues critical. 
No further move­ 
ments of troops have been ordered by 
the war department. 
It w*as learned 
that the burning of railroad bridges 
between Fort Douglass, Adz., and Na- 
cozari. hag made it impossible for the 
arms sent by the war department to 
reach the large American colony in 
Cananea. 
The war department has 
ordered the arms held at Naco, Adz., 
until the situation so changes tint it 
will bo possible to get them through 
to Cananea. As there are 1.000 rifles 
and 200,00# rounds of ammunition rn 
this shipment, every precaution will 
be observed to prevent their falling 
into the hands of the rebels. 
Dispatches to the war department 
confirm previous opinion that General 
Salazar will continue to be a source of 
trouble to the American forces on the 
bor lor until he is rounded up. 
Offi­ 
cers have learned that he intends to 
harass Americans on this side of the 
border cs well as in Mexico Just as 
long as be is able to do so and to the 
limit of bis ability to destroy and steal. 
Dispatches indicate that the Zapatis­ 
tas are beginning to concentrate their 
forces in the southern states and an 
advance upon Mexico City is said to 
be their plan. 
Conditions are going 
from bad to worse, It is said in Tor­ 
reon and Guanajuato.

Tribes, Comes First Word of Lion 


Erickson’s Long Missing Followers. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. IO.—From an 
ethnologist standpoint next in im­ 
port anc* to the discovery of the lost 
tribes of Israel is the discovery made 
by Prof. Yilhjalmar Stefansson of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
of a lest tribe of 1,000 white people 
who are believed to be direct descend­ 
ants of the following of Lion Erick­ 
son, who came to Greenland from Ice­ 
land about the year 1000 and a few 
years later discovered the north coast 
of America. The people living on Vic­ 
toria island, thirty degrees east of the 
mouth of the Mackenzie river, are still 
In the stone age. 
While the civiliza­ 
tion of nearly 1.000 years has gone by 
they have stood still. 
Prof. Stefansson has Just arrived in 
Seattle. 
During his peregrinations 
around the region at the top of the 
w’orid Stefansson discovered thirteen 
new tribes of people. 
Ten of these 
tribes had never seen nor heard of 
white men. 
The progenitors of two 
other tribes had seen the members of 
the Franklin exploring expedition and 
one had once been visited by a whal­ 
ing vessel. 
The tribe of white peo­ 
ple, which Stefansson declares are 
purely of Norwegian origin, never had 
seen other people of their own color. 
Their number is about 2,000 and more 
than half of them have rusty red hair, 
blue eyes and fair skins. 
It was for 
these people that Roald Amundsen, 
discoverer of the south pole, searched 
while 
making 
his 
celebrated 
trip 
through 
the 
northwest 
passage. 
Amundsen, it will be remembered, re­ 
ported that natives bad told him of a 
race of white people living to the 
northward, but he was unable to bv 
cat** them. Many other Arctic explor­ 
ers have brought down from the north 
stories cf this tribe of lost white peo­ 
ple*. hut ’N tole came to be regarded 
a*? an indian legend which had no foun­ 
dation in 
fart. 
Ethnological^ the 
newly discovered tribe are entirely 
different from the Eskimo, not only in 
the shape cf the skull, but In general 
features, cob r cf the eyes and texture 
of the hair. 
They have not a single 
tra> ** of tho Mongolian type. 
During the five years that he spent 
on the expedition Stefansson traveled 
twenty n ib s for every one traveled by 
Amundson, Deary or any other explor­ 
er. and mapped a large portion of the 
country. The maps of the top of the 
world, he says, are grossly Inaccurate. 
Rivers which are marked on the charts 
have no exist* nee in fact, and moun­ 
tain rant cs appear where the country 
is flat, 
ll* found Amundsen’s maps, 
however, very useful and generally 
correct. 
Stefar.ston will go east at once to 
make his report and compute his sci­ 
entific data into readable form, aftei 
which he will return to the Arctic re­ 
gions by way of the Edmonton trail 
and Mackenzie river. 
He has planned 
to devote twenty years to Arctic ex­ 
ploration. and he has still fifteen years' 
work ahead of him. 
He believes he

Reports received from the commis­ 
sion on Sleeping Sickness working in 
Rhodesia state that it has been proved 
beyond doubt that the tsetse fly, known 
as Glossina morsitans, as a carrier of 
the disease. 
The commission was dispatched to 
Africa in consequence of the appear­ 
ance of the discase in regions where 
Glossina palpalis (the species of tse­ 
tse fly, which up to that time had 
alone been regarded as a carrier of 
sleeping sickness,) 
was non-existent 
The guilt of Glossina morsitans has 
been proved not only under laboratory 
conditions, but also in nature. Ceitain 
animals can act as the host of the 
virus without suffering thereby.

H o r t i c u l t u r a l

Gather all the brush from the or­ 
chard and burn It. 
Trees injured by freezing very often 
meed to be severely cut back. 
Tho appearance of the orchard Is 
helped by clearing it of dead branches. 
Keep the orchard land in good tilth. 
The trees can be set as soon as the 
leaves fall. 
Gooseberries require a cool situa­ 
tion, with plenty of air and moisture, 
and should be partially shaded. 
A* noon as caterpillar nests are In 
evidence, burn them without delay 
before new colonies are formed. 
Good fruit can be raised only with 
care and attention given to spraying, 
pruning and generally good care. 
Gather up dead branches and burn 
them, as they are apt to harbor bark 
beetles, one of the worst orchard pests. 
Blackberries should be given space 
In the garden, for there are few’, if 
any, fruits that give quicker and bet­ 
ter returns. 
A yearling tree Is preferred by

There County Treasurer is Paid For 


Collecting City Taxes Under 


City Ordinance. 


CITY FORMERLY DID THE WORK 


Field Examiners, While Examining 


Books, Held Treasurer Was 


Entitled to Pay. 


Judge Blair of the Rush circuit 


court, has held that a county treas- 
urer can not collect pay for acting as 
city treasurer, says the Columbus Re- 
publican. 


The decision has a bearing more or 


less directly on the situation here. 
The treasurer of Bartholomew county 
is paid a salary of $300 a year by the 
city because he collects the city tax 
and the auditor 
of Bartholomew 


county is paid $100 a year for mak- 
ing out the tax duplicate. 


In former years the city treasurer 


collected the city tax and the city 
clerk and treasurer fixed up the tax 
duplicate. 
Then 
the legislature 


changed the law and provided that 
the county treasurer should be the 
tax collector not only for the county, 
jut for the citfes, and, incorporated 
owns as well. It was likewise pro- 
vided that the auditor should prepare 
the tax duplicate. This relieved the 
city treasurer of his chief work anil 
eft him with but few duties to per- 
-orm. The new law did not make any, 
provision for extra pay for the coun- 
;y officials for the extra work they 
were to do, but the officials' thought 
:hey were entitled to something and 
the city council took the same view. 


In this city the council enacted an 


ordinance paying the treasurer $300 
i year for collecting the Columbus 
corporation tax and giving the audi- 
Lor $100 a year for his work. The 
irdinance provides that this money 
shall be paid to the county officials 
quarterly. 


A few months" ago when two ex- 


i miners were here from the 
State 


joni-d of accounts they declared that 
he auditor and treasurer were not 
Miiitled to nny extra pay for the work 
hey were doing for the city. They 
ndicnted that they would make a re- 
port to that effect to the State board 
if accounts. Meanwhile Clerk C'obb 
=ays lie has been paying the treasur- 
er and auditor under the authority of 
:he ordinance providing for such ex- 
:ra pay. The ordinance has never 
>een repealed and no word has come 
Tom the State board of accounts 
since the examiners were here. It is 
bought likely that the treasurer and 
•uiditor will be called upon by the 
State board to pay back the money 
he city has paid them since the or- 
dinance mentioned has been in effect.

Famine Results in Price of Butter 


increasing 3 Cents on Pound- 


No Milk Increase. 


Although it is nothing to boast of, 


Rushville, as well as a

other cities in Indiana, can boast of 
a milk famine. Dairymen say that the 
famine will not be 
relieved until 


cooler weather and some moisture to 
help the pastures comes. 


The shortage is said to be 
the 


most serious one the city has faced 
in years. Thus far dairymen have 
been able to supply their regular cus- 
tomers, but that is all. In most in- 
stances they have had to refuse their 
customers extra orders of milk wheu- 
sver they demanded it. 


Owners of cows are all agreed that 


:he flies and the extreme hot weather 
are responsible for the milk shortage. 
The weather of the past two weeks 
ias been the most severe of the sum- 
mer on stock and the cows have suf- 
fered the most. 


"The 
condition is the most serious 


:hat has confronted 
Rushville 
in 


many u year," said a dairyman to- 


day. 
"The flies are eating up the 


cows. They are actually making the 
flood run out of them. We had been 


Lig as fine a supply of milk as 


ever was produced and with regular 


e weather now we ought to be get- 


ing plenty of milk. We are not do- 
ng it on account of the flies." 


"Yon 
mean that the flies are wor- 


ding the cows so that that the cows 
don't give milk?" he was asked. 


"That's it exactly," was the reply. 


'The cows are busy all the time fight- 
ing the flies and the flies keep them 
vorried so the milk supply is verv 
hort." 


The hardship has been felt more by 


he ice cream* dispensers in Rushville 
lian by any persons. 
Many times 


hey have run out of milk, and it has 
been with the greatest difficulty that 
hey have procured some'in time to 
vert the possibility of refusing 
to 


ill ice cream orders. 


"Any 
chocolate ice cream?" asked 


customer as he sat down in nn ice 


cream parlor yesterday. 


"You 
had better be thankful that 


rou can get any ice cream at all," re- 
jlied the ice cream dispenser. "We 
lave had trouble getting milk to make 
ce cream. It has been shipped in 
lere from many surrounding cities 
>ecause the local dairymen have been 
unable to supply the demand." 


Local makers of ice cream have 


>een unable to get milk in Rush conn- 
y even though there are several 
arge dairies - within the confines of 
he county. All of the milk from the 
lersey Isle stock farm west of the 
lity is shipped to Indianapolis to be 
used at the pure milk stations which 
supply poor children with nourish- 
ment during the summer months. The 
creamery at Morristown, which gen- 
erally has plenty of milk, has been 
unable to supply the local dealers, 
ililk has been shipped in here from 
many surrounding cities. The milk 
supply is estimated to be about two- 
birds normal, according to several 
ce cream plant owners. 


As was predicted early in the pres- 


snt hot period of weather, the raise 
n the price of butter has come as the 
•esult of the milk shortage. 
Local 


grocers are no,w receiving twenty- 
;ight cents a pound for butter, an in- 
:rease 'of ihree cents of what the us- 
ual price of butter has been this sum- 


mer. 
It is not thought the price of 


milk vfll brfftised. 


All the ice cream companies say 


that, owing to the unusually hot 
weather lately, there has been an un- 
precedented demand for Ice cream 
These companies were 
inclined to 


blame the large consumption of milk 
and cream during the last few days 
for the scarcity of milk, and the diffi- 
culty in obtaining it. 


Each year there is a scarcity ol 


milk, but it usually occurs in June 
and July. Never before has the situ- 
ation been so critical in September.

border until he is rounded up.

cers have learned that he intends to 
harass Americans on this side of the 
border as well as in Mexico just as 
long as he is able to do so and to the 
limit of his ability to destroy and steal.

With Return to Civilization of Prof. 


Stefansson of the American Museum 
of Natural H istory, After Five-Years' 
Sojourn Among Primitive Arctic 
Tribes, Comes First Word of Lion 
Erickson'i Long Missing Followers. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 10.—From an 


ethnologist standpoint next in im- 
portance to the discovery of the lost 
tribes of Israel is the discovery made 
by Prof. Vilhjalmar Stefansson of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
of a lost tribe of 1,000 white people 
who are believed to be direct descend- 
ants of the following of Lion Erick- 
son, who came to Greenland from Ice- 
land about the year 1000 and a few 
years later discovered the north coast 
of America. The people living on Vic- 
toria island, thirty degrees east of the 
mouth of the Mackenzie river, are still 
In the stone age. While the civiliza- 
tion of nearly 1,000 years has gone by 
they have stood still. 


Prof. Stefansson has Just arrived in 


Seattle. 
During his peregrinations 


around the region at the top of the 
world Stefansson discovered thirteen 
new tribes of people. Ten of these 
tribes had never seen nor heard of 
white men. The progenitors of two 
other tribes had seen the members of 
the Franklin exploring expedition and 
one had once been visited by a whal- 
ing vessel. The tribe of white peo- 
ple, which Stefansson declares are 
purely of Norwegian origin, never had 
seen other people of their own color. 
Their number is about 2,000 and more 
than half of them have rusty red hair, 
blue eyes and fair skins. It was for 
these people that Roald Amundsen, 
discoverer of the south pole, searched 
while making his celebrated 
trip 


through 
the 
northwest 
passage. 


Amundsen, it will be remembered, re- 
ported that natives had told him of a 
race of white people living to the 
northward, but he was-unable to lo- 
ate them. Many other Arctic explor- 
rs have brought down from the north 
tories of this tribe of lost white peo- 
le. but the tple came to be regarded 
s an Indian legend which had no foun- 
ation in fact. 
Ethnological!}- the 


ewly discovered tribe are entirely 
ifferent from the Eskimo, not only in 
he shape of the skull, but in general 
eatures, color cf the eyes and texture 
f the hair. They have not a single 
race of the Mongolian type. 


During the five years that he spent 
n the expedition Stefansson traveled 
wenty miles for every one traveled by 
Vmundsen, Peary or any other explor- 
r, and mapped a large portion of the 
ountry. The maps of the top of the 
vorld. he says, are grossly inaccurate, 
fivers which are marked on the charts 
ave no existence in fact, and moun- 
ain ranges appear "where the country 
s flat. He found Amundsen's maps, 
owever, very useful and generally 
orrect. 


Stefansson will go east at once to 


make his report and compute his sci- 
mtific data into readable form, after 
fhich he will return to the Arctic re- 
gions by way of the Edmonton trail 
and Mackenzie river. He has planned 
o devote twenty years to Arctic ex- 
loration. and he has still fifteen years' 
vork ahead of him. He believes he 
will be able to learn much more about 
he primitive white race life has dis- 
covered before traders and others are 
able to reach their habitat and corrupt 
hem.

Jules Vetirines Declared the 


World's Best Aviator. 


Chicago, Sept. 10. — Driving a 140- 


horsepower Deperdussin monoplane, 
Jules Vedrines of France, who now is 
world's champion of the air, covered 
the 124.S miles course at Clearing in 
70 minutes and 56.85 seconds, winning 
the James Gordon Bennett $12,000 sil- 
ver trophy donated in 1908, by a bare 
margin of two minutes and thirteen 
seconds against six other contestants. 


Over the heads of a crowd of thou- 


sands, the French birdman sent his 
stub-winged, strong-bodied racer. The 
sounds of the exhaust from its 12-1- 
horsepower engine in a continuous 
roar like a battery of overhead Max- 
ims, 
were lost in the cheering of the 


air far>s ns the machine swept around 
the Clearing course. The driving of 
the race was daring in the extreme. 


Keeping close to the ground and 


flying perfectly straight away except 
at the turns, the Frenchnian shaved 
the course to .the very last inch. A 
strong wind sprang up that made it 
difficult to handle the craft. As the 
breeze freshened, Vedrines crept clos- 
er and closer to earth. Most of the 
race was run at an altitude of not 
more than 100 feet and part of the 
time it seemed as though the daring 
aviator would strike the steel pylons 
marking the turns, so close did he 
keep to the ground. 


After finishing the race, when the 


flag had indicated that the distance 
was completed. Vetirines swung on 
once more round the course, holding 
his terrific pace for thirty-one lars.

Was Revealed When Little Girl's Body 


Was Found In Swamp. 


Gary. Ind., Sept. 10.—By the discov- 


ery of th'e body of five-year-old Mary 
Gruba in a swamp in the outskirts of 
the city, another murder mystery was 
revealed in Gary.

has been elected to the chair of gov- 
ernor over Frederick \V. Plaisted of 
Augusta by a plurality of about 3 000 
Totes, or possibly slightly in excess 
of that. This figure is based on in- 
complete returns. 
The legislature 


looks to be Republican, and if such be 
the case former Congressman Edward 
B. Burleigh will represent this state 
in the United States senate -when the 
next congress .convenes, in place of 
Obadiah Gardner. D. J. McGillicuddy 
is looked upon as the only Democrat 
who will be sent to congress. Indica- 
tions are that Asher C. Hinds, Forest 
Goodwin and Frank E. Guernsey will 
be the Republican representatives of 
the state in the lower branch.

election of Haines is the-fact that the 
Progressives, 
who are 
admittedly 


strong in this state, did not oppos* 
him; 
instead, there being a solid Re- 


publican force against the Democrats. 
Nor did the Progressives come into 
this state in the fight for their nation- 
al ticket. They agreed to stay out of 
the state until after the election, and 
it is highly probable that their ab- 
sence from the state carried consider- 
able strength to Haines.

Each post 
master's map will be different from 
that of his brother, so there will b 
sixty thousand bnllseyes, each tu 
center of the series of zones. 


Railroad routes, of course, do no 


follow air lines, and it will happen i 
many cases that a parcel traveliu 
entirely witlim the fifty-mile zone wi 
have to be transported a greater ae 
tuul distance than some other parce 
that goes into the 150-mile zone. Thi 
however, can not be helped. In a vas 
majority of cases it will not be so 
but there will be instances where i 
will cost the government more to cai 
ry a package to a point in the firs 
zone than it will to convey it to , 
point in the second or third.

Rickey 
was hit on the head and robbed. Two 
men served time in prison for the 
crime. 
This is not so long ago hut 


that many will recall it. When the 
Blue Goose was in the height of its 
glory, the card game "seven-up" was 
just coming into popularity. It was 
a common occurrence to play a frame 
of "seve'n-up" for $100 a 
game. 


There was no limit to the gambling 
and the saloon was known as a bad 
dive. 


About 1879 the place took 
the 


name of the White House and was 
run by James Cauley. As Rushville 
gradually grew and the frame build- 
ings disappeared the

went to the wall and a,few years later 
was moved to make way for improve- 
ments.
